.Illegal aliens to stay 
— diiring-visa-proeess- 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
new rule taking cffcil Saturday 
will make it easier for thousands 
of people in the United States il- 
legally to complete processing of 
visas for permanent residence. 

Under current law. any foreign 
national who entered, worked or 
remained here illegally must re- 
turn to his or her native country 
_i n order to obta in an immi grant 
visa that wiIl~a]low return id~ihe 
United States. 

The new law does not require 
the applicant to return to country 
. of origin while the visa process, 
takes place. 

"We anticipate about 100.000 
persons will qualify for this in the 
coming year," said Rick Kenney, 
spokesman for the Immigration 
- -and Naturalization Service. 

The change in rules was in- 
cluded in an appropriations bill 
for the 1995 fiscal year, which 
begins'Saturday, but it was ihler- 
preted by somi'asji new amnesty 
program for illegal aliens. Be- 
-cause-of-the conf^ion, iheUNS. 
issued B clarification of the rule. 

“Contrary to rumors, this pro- 
vision in no way provides 
amnesty to anyone," said INS 
Commissioner Doris Meissner. 
“ “Eligibility reouirements for a 
green card remain unchanged." 

Six'^ups of foreign nationals 
. are covered by the,ehange:.:Those 


who entered the United States il- 
legally; individuals employed in 
this country without authoriza- 
tion; those who failed to maintain 
lai^ul sutus: individuals who en- 
tered under the Visa Waiver Pilot 
Program; foreign crewmen; and 
those who entered the United 
States as foreign travelers in tran- 
sit without a visa. 

People in those categories can

previously having entered, 
worked or rcpiaincd in the United 
States illegally.

and do not meet the three condi- 
tions required by this new provi- 
sion remain subject to deportn- 
lion," Meissner said.

Program aim.s to help provide stability while U.S. soldiers patrol 


PORT-AU-PRINCE. Haiti (AP) 
— Under camouflaged shelters ona 
scorching Haitian airbase. 
American soldiers waited patiently 
Tuesday for Haitians to turn in any- 
thing that shoots in exchange for 
cash. 

Patience was required. 

Only a handful of weapons drib- 
bled in during the first hours. But in 
a country where by some accounts 
75 percent of t^c population is 
armed, -the United States sees the' 
program os a key to stability. 

Prices ranged from S50 for a pis- 
tol to S300 for a machine gun — 
huge sums in a nation where the . 
average daily wage is SI. 20. But 
prices on the street can run up to 10 
times what the Americans arc offer-

Children flying

MOSCOW (AP) — "Daddy, 
can 1 turn this?”

That proposed portrayal of events drew protests 
from scores of U.S. veterans groups. Most.Amc'ricans

Fed keejps Hands off Interest rates

WASHINGTON r- The Federal, 
Reserve refrained from pushing inter* 
est rates higher Tuesday, adopting a 
waii*and'%ec posture that analysts said 
would probably last until after the 
November elections. 

While the lack of action had been 
widely predicted, financial markets still 
reacted adversely, at least initially. 

Prices of stoclu and bonds and the 
dollar all dropped sharply immediately 
following the midaflemoon announce- 
ment. although they recovered most of 
their losses later in the day. 

Analysis said the bond market, 
which is always worried about poten- 
tial inflaiion, was disappointed that the 
Fed decided to put its credit tightening 
on hold. 

“The market is off on a tangent, try- 
ing to read too much into whether the 
Fed does or does not tighten in any one 
month.” said David Wyss, chief finan- 
cial economist at DRI-McGraw Hill 


Inc. “Most people were not expecting 
the Fed to move and they didn’t move, 
so nobody lAouId have b«cn shocked.”

The dollar fell against the Japanese 
yetvand the German mark, although 
stocks rallied after initially following 
bond prices lower. The Dow Jones in- 
dustrial average closed at 3,863.04, up 
13.80 points, after a week of selling 
based on worries about what the Fed 
mi^tdo. 

The central bank has increased tntcr- 
est rates five times this year with all 
but one of the rafae hikn oceuiring in 
conjunction with a'meeting of its poli- 
cy-setting Federal Open Market Com- 
mittee. 

The lost increase on Aug. 16 pushed 
both the federal funds rate and the dis- 
count rate up by one-half percentage 
point, to 4.75 percent and 4 percent re- 
spectively. The funds mtc is the inter- 


est that banks charge each other while . 
the discoimt rate Is the Fed’s charge for 
direct loans to banks. 

Many economists said they still ex- 
pected the Fed to hike rates by another 
half-point on Nov. 15, the date of its 
next FOMC meeting, although they 
said the panel may well, have given 
Federal Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan the power to move' sooner 
than that on his own if the economic 
data warrant it 

But other analysts said Greenspan ts 
not likely to utilize that authority so 
close-to Ac Nov. 8 congressional elec- 
tions, prefaring to keep the Fed on the 
sidelines until after voters have gone to 
the polls. 

“The Fed would rather be out of 
sight and out of mind at election 
time,” said Sung Won Sohn, chief 
economist at Norwesi Corp. in Min- 
neapolis. 

Eugene J. Sherman, research di- 
rector at M.A. Schapiro & Co. in 
New York, said that the fact that 


Tuesday’s meeting lasted four hours 
— one hour longer" than normal — 
may indicate some dissension on the 
FOMC over the proper course for 
policy. 

•He said he suspected that some 
FOMC members may have been argu- 
ing for an immediate rate hike out of 
concerns about recent indicators that 
show the economy still growing rapid: 
ly, with increasing inflationary pres- 
sures. 

Sherman predicted that a half-point 
rate increase in November would be 
the last for this year, but be said that 
rates would be raised further next year 
os inflationary pressures continu^ to 
rise. • 

Bul’Wyss said he was concerned 
that (he Fed could make a policy mis- 
uke and overdo its credit ti^tening, 
raising the risks of a recession in 1996. 

"The real worry should not be that 
the Fed does too little, too late, but that 
the Fed does too much, too late,” he 
said.

Prpper appliance use cuts energy cost 


Q: Our dectric bills are sky high, 
even when we don’t heat or cool. 
We probably use too many conve- ' 
nience appliance^, like electric can 
openers and knives. How much it 
cost to use these? - K: W. 

A: Even though ciJch,. small appli- 
ance uses very little electricity per 
use. the combined total can signifi- 
cantly increase your electric bills. 
Excessive energy usage also harms 
the environment.

Proper selection and use of appli- 
ances can easily cut your utility bills 
by more than SKID annually. Hefore 
purchasing appliances, read labels 
and insfruciioiis H> estimate operat- 
ing costs. I Itey can vary substantial- 
ly for similar appliances. 

Heating appliances - cooking 
pans. ir»ms. hair dryers -- use the 
most electricity. At an electric rate 
of X cents per kilowatt-hour, it costs 
about 9 cents to u.se an iron for (jne 
hour. An electric' cooking pan costs 
aboufX cents per hour. 

In contrast, small motorized appli- 
ances - can openers, electric knifes, 
mixer.s - use very little electricity. 
You ciin open more than 50 etms for 
about one eent-worth of electricity. 

-In the summer, there is u hidden 
“cncrpyTTosT-innising-any-appHnncc:- 
All the eieetrieity used, even by 
non-heating ones, ends up as lieut 
inside your home, 'fhis forces your 
air conditioner to mn longer. 

To calculate the operating cost for 
each appliance, multiply the wattage 
of the appliance by the lengtii of 
time (in hours) that you use it. This

Hard-boiled detective meets shy molecule

■ Some people lust after foie gras; 
others yearn for perfectly cooked hard- 
boiled eggs. The latter are probably 
morediflleult. • 

To tell the truth, the matter had 
never really crossed my mind until a 
friend begun rhapsodizing about these 
hard-boiled eggs she had.caten two or 
■ three years ago. "Tltey were perfectly 
cooked." she said. "linn, but still moist 
... you know, not rubbery. And the 
yolks were this deep-gold color, with- 
out any of that awful green outside.. 

■ How come you never sec hard- 
boiled eggs like that?" 

‘I'lie t>ne or two times every year I 
want a hard-boiled egg (Easter not 
included, since those eggs rarely even 
gel cracked, much less eaten). I cook 
the eggs the way my mom taught me: 
Put an egg ‘in water, bring to a boil, 
cook until done. »• 

The tlaw in this technique is obvi- 
ous: How do you know when the c^ 
is done'.’ Well, when it seems as if it 
should be- ll’-s like boiling rice with 
the lid on; if you can't see what you’re 
cooking, you're lell only with instinct. 
Ami when you cook somelhing only 
once or twice a year, your instincts ace 
bound to be a bit. shall we say. rusty. 

Bui it sounded tike an interesting 
' problem. Because eggs cook at a fairly . 
constant rale, and because boiling 
water slays at a fairly constant temper- 
ature. cooking time should be the only 
' • vnriahlc. Just as there is a legendary 3- 
minute soil-boiled egg. it seems ihere^ 
must be a lO- or l.S-minute hard- 
boiled egg. 

So I got 1 5 eggs, numbered them 
with a magic marker, covered them 
.with cold water and brought them to a 
boil. Aller Ihe water reached a boil. I 
pulled the eggs out at one-minute 
intervals . in nujncrical order, and 
chilled them in an ice-water bath.

modynamic reaction. Every egg has an 
air pocket inside. When that air pocket 
is quickly heated it expands, cracking 
the shell and spewing the white. In my 
first tries, starting the eggs in cold 
water, the' air pocket was heated inorc 
gradually, allowing the extra air to 
bubble off slowly through the porous 
shell. You can accomplish much the 
same thing by pricking a small hole in 
the broad end of the shell to |et the air 
escape. 

And that pesky green ring'? It's a 
chemical reaction. 

Still. 1 was no closer to my perfectly 
cooked cgg.iJust as I was ready to 
throw im my hands and give up. a 90I- 
Icague came into the kitchen. "You 
know the bpst way to cook.hard-boilcd 
eggs'?" she a'sked.

I tried again, this time 
with a half-dozen eggs and letting the 
water cool even more. The same result.

ture, they won't overcook. 

■I'heorclically. then, you could leave 
an egg in 159-degree water forever 
and it wouldn't get tough.

Talk about punching all the rigltl 
demographic buttons. But where 
nutrition’s concerned, what Home 
Style Cooking isn’t is important. 

Fat- an(f calorie-conscious diners 
should read these labels carefully 
before Slocking up. Vegetarian docs 
not necessarily mean free-of-ani- 
mal -products. 

Granted, these contain no flesh: 
Wheal protein and textured soy pro- 
tein provide chewiness lost when 
meat is eliminated.. But 
McCartney's line of nine entrees 
and dinners rely — often heavily — 
on butter, cream, milk, and cheeses 
to provide the creamy richness that 
often makes up for textures missing 
in meatless fare.
